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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Harriton discloses chrominance revising 
algorithm that the chrominance value of a current pixel is limited (The equation of Cz (i, j) is inherently reduces the chrominance value to 
Min (Cmax (i, j)) if a current chrominance value is above Min (Cmax (i, j), CO (i, j))) in the range between a maximum and a minimum 
chrominance value of the neighborhood of pixels near the pixel, (col. 6 lines 48-59). Since chrominance dynamic range is defined as the 
range Cmax-Cmin and Harrinton expressly mention that "The revised value can then be limited by the minimum and maximun values of 
a neiborhood of pixels" (col.
